This is in response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed October 27, 2006. This 
request is also filed pursuant to the instructions of Examiner Redmond based on previous 
telephone discussions with the undersigned attorney. 

Applicants submit that a Reply to the Office Action Mailed March 6, 2006 was timely 
mailed to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) on April 4, 2006.

Although Applicants' "Resubmission" contained the 
correct application number (10/747,759) in the caption, the Resubmission was also filed in 
connection with Application No. 10/787,759. This resulted in the Reply never being filed in 
connection with the present application.
